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Futurity Day 

S a result of last Saturday afternoon’s hap- 

penings at Belmont Park the coming winter’s 
discussions around the stoves in race track 
kitchens will be warmer than for several sea- 
sons. Before the Futurity it was a wide-open 
matter as to which of several colts should be 
called the best of the year. In the race last 
Saturday most of the so-called contenders for 
that honor were soundly beaten without appar- 
ent excuse. The net result is that, in the com- 
ing winter’s arguments, there will be vociferous 
adherents of about a dozen starters in the Fu- 
turity, not to mention Brevity and The Fighter, 
two other good colts which were not eligible to 
start. The Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes and the 
Pimlico Futurity may do something to untangle 
the form, but much of the confusion is certain 
to persist through the winter. 

That is just as well. The greater the difference 
of opinion, the better for the horse racing which 
it creates. 

One lesson in the Futurity result will be plain 
to the thoughtful breeder, namely, that to breed 
top-class horses with any consistency one must 
have the best of broodmares. The dam of the 
winner, Tintagel, is Heloise, already the dam of 
a stakes winner (Sgt. Byrne) and two other 
winners, and a sister to Emotion, the dam of an- 
other Futurity winner (High Strung). The sec- 
ond horse, Hollyrood, is the last foal of *Mandy 
Hamilton, herself a stakes winner and a splen- 
did producer, dam of the good stakes winners 
Supremus and Handy Mandy. Incidentally, Holly- 
rood, Handy Mandy, and Supremus are by three 
cifferent sires. The third horse, Jean Bart, is 
out of *Escuina and is a brother to the grand 
mare Bateau. Snark, which finished fourth, is 
out of Helvetia, whose first foal was Edelweiss, 
winner of the Coaching Club American Oaks. 

Not always do the top horses come from the 
top mares. Many a time they have sprung from 
the humblest sources. It is well enough that 
there are breeders willing to play the breeding 
game by backing the longshots. The memory of 
Sarazen and Wise Counsellor, to mention classic 
examples, is enough to make the unpromising 


mare always a part of the game, but the breeder 
who wishes to depend upon his broodmares to 
produce good horses with some regularity knows 
that they must be not only the descendants of 
good stock, but must be good stock in their 


own right.

Clang and Myrtlewood 


NE of the best races of recent years, con- 
sidered from many points of view, was the 
special race between John F. Clark’s Clang and 
Brownell Comb’s Myrtlewood at Coney Island, 
Cincinnati, last Saturday. The previous meet- 
ings of the two (though Myrtlewood had finish- 
ed ahead of the Stimulus gelding in each of the 
four races in which they had met), the record- 
making speed which each of them had already 
shown, the obvious closeness with which the 
abilities of one paralleled those of the other, 
combined to make the race the most genuine 
attraction provided for a Cincinnati crowd in 
many months. It was probably the largest 
crowd that has seen a race at Coney Island since 
its reopening, and it brought to the track its 
first taste of prosperity this year. At $3,000, the 
special race was a bargain to the management. 
The owners of Clang and Myrtlewood are two 
genuine sportsmen, both apparently in love with 
their horses rather than with victory. After 
the two 3-year-olds had raced around the six- 
furlong course in the new world’s record time 
of 1:091'5, finishing only about six inches apart, 
Messrs. Clark and Combs could almost have 
named their terms for a renewal of the contest. 
Propositions came from perhaps half a dozen dif- 
ferent sources. Mr. Clark, proud enough of his 
horse to want him to have a chance at the best 
sprinters in the East, but grateful enough for 
the racer’s splendid record to incline toward 
starting him immediately on a well-earned rest, 
was temporarily undecided which way to turn. 
With Mr. Combs the problem was different. 
He breeds a few horses, races a few. He is one 
of the most successful of the younger breeders. 
The cornerstone of his success lies in his ad- 
herence to the principle of adding to his breeding 
stock nothing but the best available mares. He 
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has no stallion, wants none. But the mares he 
uses are selected most painstakingly, on the basis 
of pedigree, conformation, and class. In all three 
of those particulars he probably considers Myr- 
tlewood one of the best fillies he has ever raised, 
and is probably determined, therefore, that her 
racing must not be detrimental to her future as 
a broodmare. At all events, when the various 
offers came in from different tracks, Mr. Combs 
had a very quiet, but thoroughly positive, answer. 
Myrtlewood would be retired immediately for the 
winter. Next year would be soon enough for her 
to race again. 

So the next meeting between the Mid-West’s 
top sprinters will not occur until next year. 
When it does occur, if ever, and if both con- 
testants are in their best form, the race prob- 
ably will be one of the season's biggest attrac- 
tions. 


Experimentation 


HE September 28 issue of The Sporting Life, 
recently arrived from London, the 
following news: 


Greyhound Racing Association have decided, 
after some years of experiment, to make 
hand-timing official on their three London 
tracks—-White City, Harringay, and Stam- 
ford Bridge. 

Lengthy tests of the electric ray system 
in comparison with hand-timing have been 
going on for some time, and the percentage 
of error on the machine has been shown to 
be much greater than that of the manual 
method. 

During this period allowances have had 
to he made for the discrepancy between the 
two methods when hand-timing was recorded. 

Due notice will be given in respect of each 
of the tracks concerned when hand-timing 
will come into effect. 

The experience of London's dog tracks is rem- 
iniscent of numerous experiences of America’s 
horse racing tracks. Expensive experiments are 


being made year in and year out. Occasionally 


carries 


such a hue and cry is raised for a certain 
“improvement” that it is installed in many 
tracks. After a few months or a few years the 


hue and cry may be all against the so-called 
improvement. 

It might not be entirely without merit for 
some track to offer itself as a center of experi- 
mentation, to try out new methods and new 
devices, the expense of the tryout to be shared, 
if necessary, by other courses which might be 
interested and which would be able to save the 
expense of conducting the experiment themselves. 
A “jury” recruited from all the interested tracks 
could study the results of each experiment and 
make reports to the tracks and to the public. 

Perhaps the most definite benefit of such a 
scheme would be the speed with which it would 
furnish a verdict on various proposals. As it 
stands now, the larger tracks are, with good

AL PRICE HEADLEY had a regular Alfred 

Vanderbilt day last Saturday, winning a 
$9,500 race at Agawam Park with Whopper, a

the Futurity at Belmont Park with Hollyrood. 
All three were bred at his Beaumont Farm, Lex- 
ington. There is some justice in this good for- 
tune, which comes at a time when Mr. Headley 
is deliberately subordinating his own interests 
to the payless task of constructing the Keene- 
land race course at Lexington. At that job he 


has been tireless, and the rate at which the con- 
struction is proceeding is evidence of his genius 
for getting things done.

Rebuttal 


ERBERT BAYARD SWOPE, head of the 

New York State Racing Commission, called 
Federal Narcotic Commissioner H. J. Anslinger 
to task beautifully for his sweeping indictments 
of horsemen last week. The Government official 
appears to be one of those persons who believe 
the worst they hear, for he declares that hopping 
horses is about as prevalent as the next race, 
though not in so many words. Mr. Swope was 
able to quote from the saliva test that there 
were Only eight positive cases in 655 tests 
covering a year and a half in the Empire State. 
Mr. Anslinger’s suggestion of a Federal flying 
squad is not well received by horsemen. Nobody 


likes espionage. The receiving barn is more 
effectual, I believe, and offends no thinking 
person. This method has proved a good one on 


the West Coast, and its adoption has been urged 
in the East, to no avail. “Prevention,” so the 
old saying goes, “is worth a pound of cure.” 
As far as hopping horses is concerned, we've 
seen none so obviously “helped” in New York 
this season as to encourage a bet and there are 
other matters, such as equipment and soundness, 
to which the officials are turning their attention.

Sudden Success 

LFRED VANDERBILT, among whose first 

acquisitions upon becoming an owner was 
Discovery, appears certain to lead the list of 
money winning owners in the second year of 
his career as a horse owner and breeder. To 
the first of last week, the Sagamore performers 
had won a total of 76 races and $268,785. Belair 


Stud, thanks to Omaha, still was second, with 
$188,285, the Whitney establishment third, at 
$131,615. it is very doubtful if Vanderbilt can 


be supplanted during the remainder of the year. 
The curious part of the Vanderbilt rating is in 
the fact that it was acquired without the aid 
of a champion 2- or 38-year-old. It is exceedingly 
rare in this day and age of overstuffed 2-year- 
old and 3-year-old stakes that a handicap horse 
is largely to blame for a stable taking first rank 
on the money winning list. To the writing, Dis- 
covery has won more than $90,000 this year. 

Post-Season 

He United Hunts, of which T. W. Durant is 

the present head, will offer an excellent 
post-season flat race if Sation and *Flamenco 
can be brought together in the mile special. It 
was fervently hoped that the acknowledged 
champion miler of the year, King Saxon, would 
be a starter, but C. H. (Pat) Knebelkamp has 
decided to turn out this 4-year-old until 1936. 
The English sprinter, imported mainly for his 
value as a sire, will have to be all that his ad- 
mirers have claimed for him to whip such a 
speedster as Sation at weight-for-age, which is 
about the only way they can be brought together. 
King Saxon may be taken up and trained for the 
$100,000 Santa Anita Handicap, next Washing- 
ton’s Birthday. That stake once more will be 
the richest of the year, by present indications. 
It will be Discovery's main objective during 1936. 
If that Vanderbilt campaigner had been fit and 
ready for the 1935 renewal, he probably would be 
credited with about a “hundred grand” more on 
the season. Trainer Robert A. Smith is more 
than just hoping that he can have Cavalcade

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NEW YORK 


BELMONT PARK CLOSES 


ITH one of the largest crowds of the season 

present, Belmont Park came October 12 to 
the end of its 12-day meeting, offering on closing 
day a program featured by three stakes events. 
Heading the program, of course, was the rich 
Futurity, an account of which appears in other 
columns. The Jockey Club Gold Cup lacked the 
drama of last year, when Dark Secret turned in 
his last fine performance, finishing in front of 
Faireno after fracturing a foreleg inside the six- 
teenth post. The 1935 renewal found Walter M. 
Jefford’s Firethorn winning easily, in a race 
which attracted no older horses, four 3-year-olds 
making up the field. The remaining stakes event, 
the Grand National Steeplechase Handicap, was 
won, for the fourth time in six years, by the 
Sanford Stud Farms Stable, whose Snap Back 
won by a length from National Anthem. 

Racing in New York then moved to Empire 
City, where a 15-day program will bring racing 
to a close in the Empire State this year, though 
two days of racing, on October 15 and October 
19, will be conducted by United Hunts at Bel- 
mont Park before that track closes for the win- 
ter. At the Empire City track, no stakes event 
featured the opening day, October 14, but the 
Autumn Days Stakes will be renewed there on 
October 16. This race, open to 2-year-old fillies, 
is a revival of a stakes which had previously been 
dropped, and is probably in response to the de- 
mand for better opportunities for fillies. The 
racing of October 19 will be featured by the 
Scarsdale Handicap, in which it is expected that 
George D. Widener’s Sation, scratched from the 
Laurel Stakes October 12 because of poor foot- 
ing, will again take the track. Psychic Bid, 
winner of the Laurel Stakes, Vicaress, * Alberta, 
Only One, ana *Soon Over are also expected to 
be in the field. 


COUNT ARTHUR WINS MANHATTAN 

After his victory in the Saratoga Cup (1%4 
miles), Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Count Arthur was 
second in three successive one-and-one-sixteenth- 
mile races. The Lawrence Realization (1°, miles) 
seemed more suited for him, but he proved unable 
to catch Walter M. Jefford’s Firethorn. On Oc- 
tober 9 at Belmont Park, however, he again 
proved his liking for the longer distance by a 
clever victory in the Manhattan Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 11% miles). With 117 
pounds in his saddle, he carried top weight by 
the scale, though Brookmeade Stable’s Good 
Goods (120) had the heaviest actual impost. By 
the scale, the 3-year-old son of Reigh Count was 
conceding the Brookmeade 4-year-old four 
pounds. At the break, the lightly-weighted Judy 
O'Grady (3-y-0, 100) rushed into the lead, with 
Good Goods second. Wayne Wright, on Count 
Arthur, evidently was most fearful of the Ned- 
die colt, for he moved up to second place after 
six furlongs, but made no attempt to overhaul 
the Man o’ War filly. Turning into the stretch 
Judy O’Grady was still leading by a length, and re- 
sponded gamely when Rosengarten, not waiting 
for Wright’s move, put her to a drive. Wright 
was consequently forced to drive his mount hard 
through the stretch, and succeeded in catching 
the Jeffords filly in the last sixteenth. Count 
Arthur’s margin of victory was a_ half-length, 
with Judy O'Grady finishing three lengths in 
front of Good Goods. Eight lengths farther be- 


hind, Araho Stable’s Howard (114) was fourth, 
followed by Gallaclay (3-y-o0, 105) and Esposa 
(3-y-o, 109). Time, :2345, :4815, 1:1245, 1:37, 
2:0335, 2:17, 2:30, track fast. Stakes division, 
$4,430, $1,000, $500, $250.

LADIES HANDICAP TO VICARESS 
The 65-year-old Ladies Handicap ($2,506 
added, all ages, fillies and mares, one mile), 
which was first run at Jerome Park in 1868, 
later moved to Morris Park, and, in 1905, to 
Belmont Park, was the stakes feature at the 
Westchester Racing Association's track October 
10. In 1933 and 1934 it had been able to muster 
but four starters, but this year’s renewal found 
seven fillies in the post parade. Included were 
two winners of the Alabama Stakes, Alfred Van- 
derbilt’s Hindu Queen (110), winner of the rich 
stakes for 3-year-old fillies last year, and this 
year’s winner, Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s *Alberta 
(3-y-o, 116). The favorite, however, was Mid 
Victorian (3-y-o, 112), never a stakes winner. 
Somewhat overlooked was Belair Stud Stable’s 
Flying Ebony filly, Vicaress (3-y-o, 111), winner 
of last year’s Spinaway Stakes. At the break, 
however, Vicaress dashed into the lead and was 
never caught. Eddie Arcaro rated the filly well 
after getting to the front, and she came away 
in the stretch, won by three lengths with some- 
thing in reserve. *Alberta was outrun for six 
furlongs, and trailed the field to that point. 
Thereafter she gained steadily, finished with a 
burst of speed which brought her second place, 
a length in front of Howe Stable’s Kate (3-y-o, 
114), which led Hindu Queen by the same mar- 
gin. Coequel (108), winner of the 1934 Ladies 
Handicap, was fifth, followed by Mid Victorian 
and Marching Home (3-y-o, 109). Time, :23, 
24625, 1:11, 1:37%5, track fast.

WATCH HIM WINS AT BELMONT PARK 

The 6-year-old Watch Him (109), recently 
purchased from Mrs. John D. Hertz by Paul B. 
Codd, made his second appearance under new 
colors a successful one, when he raced gamely 
in the stretch to catch C. V. Whitney’s Rough 
Diamond (3-y-o0, 11012) in the Montauk Claim- 
ing Stakes ($2,5000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
14, miles) at Belmont Park October 11. The 
Mad Hatter gelding caught B. B. Stable’s Span- 
ish Way (109) after a quarter-mile, and led the 
field into the stretch. Watch Him, with Nick Wall 
in the saddle, had always been within striking 
distance, and on the last turn moved up fast on 
the outside. From the eighth-pole to the finish he 
battled Rough Diamond, getting his nose in 
front at the end. Two lengths back, J. H. Lo- 
gan’s Apprentice (109) took third place, a half- 
length in front of Spanish Way. Sanctity (3-y-o, 
106), Chatmoss (118), and Old Story (3-y-o, 
106) were the other three starters. Time, :2436, 
748, 1:1235, 1:3815, 1:51%4, track fast. Purse 
division, $2,305, $500, $250, $125.

Watch Him, in 86 starts, has won 14 races, 
finished second 24 times, third 18 times, and 
has earned $29,705. In 1934 he won Excelsior 
and Saratoga Handicaps. Watch Him is the first 
foal of his dam, which won at two. She has pro- 
duced no other winners. *Scrutiny is also dam 
of the winner Inquiry, which produced the win- 
ners Retort, Absurdity, In Haste, Injustice, 
Cuirassier, and Sandy Ford (17 wins, including 
Dixie Handicap and Seagram Cup). 

GRAND NATIONAL HANDICAP 

The most important jumping event in America 
has for some years been the Grand National 
Steeplechase Handicap. Inaugurated at Morris 
Park in 1899, it was transferred to Belmont Park 
in 1905, and until 1927 received no particular 
emphasis. In that year, an attempt was made to 
raise it to a position roughly equivalent to that 
occupied by the Grand. National at Liverpool, 
and the endowment was increased to $35,000. 
For five years it was worth from $28,250 to 
$35,850 to the winner. However, the American 
racing public has never given to steeplechasing 
the interest accorded it in England, and during 
the depression years the Grand National Steeple- 
chase Handicap was one of the first stakes to 
be cut sharply, though retaining its position at 
the head of the steeplechasing events. This 
year’s renewal ($6,000 added, 4-year-olds and 
up, about three miles), as usual a part of the 
last-day program at Belmont Park, brought out 
a field of seven jumpers, three of which carried 
the colors of Sanford Stud Farms Stable. The 
favorite was J. E. Widener’s 11-year-old Arc 
Light (153;, which had finished almost everywhere 


in the event, winning in 1929, being disqualified 
after winning in 1930, finishing second in 1933 and 
1934. He was attempting the fifth victory in the 
jumping classic for his owner, who had also won 
it in 1914, 1917, and 1919. Also attempting the 
fifth victory for his stable was Greentree Stable’s 
*Border Warrant (135). In late years, however, 
the Sanford colors have ruled the Grand Na- 
tional, that stable being successful in 1930 and 
1932 with *Tourist II, and in 1933 with Best 
Play. For the 1935 renewal, Snap Back (137), 
Help Me (136), and Benedictine (139) made up 
the Sanford entry, and finished first, third and 
last. 

At the start Help Me raced into the lead, then 
yielded to Snap Back. The Dunlin gelding drew 
out to lead by three lengths, jumped well, and 
led without challenge to the last turn. Here 
Brookmeade Stable’s National Anthem (130) 
moved up determinedly. Jockey W. N. Ball 
found himself in rather close quarters with Snap 
Back, but the Sanford racer held on gamely to 
come to the finish winner by a length. Only a 
nose behind National Authem was Help Me, 
with Arc Light, which had been bothered at the 
sixteenth jump, in fourth place, a half-length 
farther back. The others, in order, were *Ama- 
gansett, *Border Warrant, and _ Benedictine. 
Time, 5:47, track fast. Stakes division, $6,050, 
$1,000, $500, $150.

As a yearling, Snap Back was purchased by 
Brookmeade Stable for $2,700. As a flat racer 
he had fair success, winning nine races and 
$10,535. He passed through various hands, and 
raced in the middle claiming brackets. He came 
into his present ownership after his 4-year-old 
season, and was put to jumping. Before the 
Grand National he had won three steeplechases 
and $2,800. His total score is 57 starts, 13 wins, 
14 times second, 10 times third. He has earned 
$19,385. His dam *Elastique II, also produced 
the winners Peggy Bledsoe, Hildreth, Blind Luck, 
Snappy Story, Gold Buckle, and Nicotine (Octo- 
ber Handicap), and the producer Ligure (dam 
of Fixit, winner Suffolk, Sprightful Stakes, 
Springdale Rose, etc.). *Elastique II is sister to 
Bouncer (Brewer's Stakes, and grandam of the 
stakes winner High Score) and Gum _ Shoe

FIRETHORN’S EASY TRIUMPH 

Bookmakers at Belmont Park on October 12 
scored perfectly on the Jockey Club Gold Cup 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, two miles). 
Firethorn (3-y-o0, 117) and Judy O'Grady (3-y-0, 
114) made up the entry of Walter M. Jeffords, 
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and were placed at the prohibitive odds of. 1 to 
15, no place or show bets accepted. Firethorn 
galloped to a leisurely five-length triumph, with 
Judy O’Grady, which had made the pace for a 
mile and a halt, taking second place. Belair 
Stud Stable’s Gallant Prince (3-y-o, 117), was at 
12-to-1 to win, 8 to 5 to place, no show money 
accepted. Gallant Prince took third place, ten 
lengths in front of the sole remaining starter, P. 
A. Shaw’s Gov. Sholtz (3-y-o0, 117), against 
which bookmakers cheerfully laid three ways. 
The pay-off line, composed entirely of those 
willing to accept 1 to 15, could hardly have been 
a long one. The winner, ridden by Eddie Arcaro, 
remained behind the pace of Judy O’Grady and 
Gallant Prince for a bit more than a mile, then 
moved easily into command. Gov. Sholtz was 
always outrun. Time, :25, :4945, 1:15, 1:41 
2:06%5, 2:3315, 3:2415, track fast. Stakes 
division, $6,550, $1,000, $500, $200. Besides the 
purse, Mr. Jeffords received a gold cup, valued 
at $2,500.

Firethorn, which a week earlier had won the 
Lawrence Realization, has now won five races 
from 19 starts, and has finished four times sec- 
ond, three times third. His total earnings are

TINTAGEL’S FUTURITY 

Two reasonabie expectations, in the light of 
previous Futurities, were that the renewal of the 
classic juvenile event at Belmont Park October 
12, would practicaliy settle the disputed cham- 
pionship of the 2-year-old division, and, with a 
field of 18, that enough crowding would occur to 
keep the race from being run in entirely true 
fashion. Both expectations were disappointed, 
victory falling to Marshall Field’s Tintagel, not 
previously a stakes winner, while the big field, 
running down the widely criticized Widener 
straightaway, apparently escaped serious crowd- 
ing or interference. 

It was the largest field which had gone to 
post in the Futurity since 1927, when Mrs. John 
D. Hertz’s Anita Peabody won, under sufferance 
of her greater stablemate, Reigh Count, and 
despite the efforts of 17 other juveniles. How- 
ever, after eight minutes at post, Starter George 
Cassidy sent the field away in good alignment. 
In particular contrast to the 1934 renewal of the 
event, there was no jamming for either fence, 
and the field had opened out well before the 
inevitable movement toward the inside rail had 
begun. Some 25,600 persons, straining for a 
glimpse of the co-favorites, C. V. Whitney’s Red 
Rain and Coldstream Stud’s Coldstream, or the 
almost equally played Wheatley and ‘Belair Stud 
entry of Snark, Granville, and Teufel, saw in 
front a bay colt whose jockey’s cerise-hooped cap 
marked him as Tintagel, a youngster labeled as 
one which was ready to run, equally ready to 
quit when the pressure went on. That pressure 
was soon to go on was evident from the fact 
that Snark, a son of the swift Boojum, was 
pressing the leader sharply, while Coldstream, 
whose sparkling performance in the Nursery 
Handicap had brought him added support, showed

momently in third place. With a furlong to go, 
Snark was still battling at the leader's throat- 
latch, but Tintagel was showing no signs of 
surrender. Instead, it was Snark which yielded 
ground, as fresh challenges came from behind. 
Willie Saunders, fortunate to find a place on 
the rail, was putting Hal Price Headley’s Holly- 
rood to a strong drive, and Charley Kurtsinger, 
on Walter M. Jeffords’ Jean Bart, was rushing 
down on the outside. Silvio Coucci had steadied 
Tintagel after the *Sir Gallahad colt had got 
into the lead, and now called on his mount for 
a last effort. Showing stamina to match his 
speed, Tintagel tock what both challengers had 
to give, held a lead of a length? at the finish. 
Hollyrood, which had won the first division of 
the Nursery when Coldstream’s performance in 
the second division had excited so much com- 
mendation, outlasted Jean Bart to take second 
money. The Man o' War colt, going fastest as 
the leaders approached the judges, appeared to 
hang just at the end, and was a nose behind Mr. 
Headley’s High Cloud colt. One observer stated 


that Jean Bart met some interference as he 
came up. Fourth, another head back, was 
Snark, still running powerfully, with Calumet 
Farm Stable’s Sun Teddy a head behind him. 
Frem second to fifth place, consequently, was 
two heads and a nose. Behind the leaders, 
all of which except Snark were lightly con- 
sidered before the race, came what had been 
previously rated as the best of the current 2- 
year-old crop. Granville was in sixth place, fol- 
lowed in order by *Crossbow II, Coldstream, 
Teufel, Red Rain, *Delphinium, Clocks, Lemont, 
Bien Joli, Banister, Ned Reigh, and Grand Slam, 
with Sangreal, eased up, in last place.

TINTAGEL raced straight from the start, responded 
gamely to urging, finished with good courage and drew 
away from his opposition in the final drive. HOLLY- 
ROOD moved up on the inside and finished gamely. 
JEAN BART made a determined bid under pressure 
and finished well. SNARK, in near pursuit of the pace, 
had no mishaps. SUN TEDDY showed a good effort. 
GRANVILLE raced well on the inside. COLDSTREAM 
faltered under pressure at the end. BIEN JOLI was 
outrun and could not menace the leaders. RED RAIN, 
outrun in the first part, faltered under urging at the 
end. SANGREAL was eased up at the finish.

Tintagel was foaled April 13, 1933, at Arthur 
B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, near Paris, Ky., 
and was sold with the Hancock consignment at 
Saratoga in 1934. He was purchased by Mar- 
shall Field for $5.100. In nine starts he has won 
six races, finished once second, and now heads 
the 2-year-old division with total earnings of 
$76,270. In eight of his nine starts he has been 
in the lead at some stage of the race, and was 
second at the eighth-pole in his remaining start. 
He is not expected to start again this year. A 
half-brother, by *Jacopo, was purchased at the 
Saratoga yearling auctions this year by Llangol- 
len Farm (John Hay Whitney) for $6,500. 
Heloise won one race in 14 starts at two, did not 
race afterwards. Her first three foals were by 
Stimulus. The first, in 1929, was Villon, a win- 
ner at two and three, including Polymelian 
Handicap, and second in Bellerose Stakes and 
Spring Handicap. In 1930 she foaled Malimou, 
which won at two, three, four, and has won 
three races at five this season. Her foal of 1931, 
sold for $500 as a yearling, was Sgt. Byrne, 
winner of the Paumonok Handicap, Remsen 
Handicap, International Speed Test Special 
Sweepstakes, East View Stakes, John Hancock 
Handicap, etc. She had no foal in 1932. Heloise 
is a sister to Flat Iron (21 wins, including 
Grainger Memorial, Greater Chicago, Sweitzer 
Handicaps), and Emotion, winner Test Stakes 
and dam of High Strung (Futurity, Pimlico Fu- 
turity, ete., and $156,390). *Affection also pro- 
duced Escutcheon (Alabama Stakes), Sanford 
(Fordham Stakes), and the winners Herbertus 
and Hug Again. *One I Love won three stakes, 
and produced four winners and the producers 
Rockwater, Eleusina, Love Apple, Sadaquada 
(dam of the stakes winners Tuscaloosa, Mohican, 
Thracian), Cayudmutta (grandam of the stakes 


winner Crystal Ford), Affiance (dam of Sandy, 
winner Woodmere Stakes), and Love Cliff, 
grandam of the stakes winners At Top and 
Golden Legend. *The Apple was also a winner 
and producer; she is ancestress of Hessian, Es- 


pino, Manager Waite, Nellie Morse (dam of 
Nellie Flag), Mary Davis, etc. Black Star was 
half-sister to Gilbert (Ascot Derby), Lady 


Paramount, (dam of St. Mirin, winner Ascot, 
Newmarket Derbys, Liverpool Autumn Cup, sec- 
ond in St. Leger), and Stella, grandam of *Star 
Shoot. 


Hollyrood, which finished second, has started 
14 times, won four races, finished second four 
times, third once, and has earned $17,895. He was 
bred by his owner, and foaled at Mr. Headley’s 
Beaumont Farm, near Lexington, April 21, 1933. 
His next engagement will be in the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes at Louisville October 19, 
after which he will be shipped to Maryland for 
the Pimlico Futurity. Mandy Hamilton, his dam, 
won Ashland Oaks, etc., and also produced 
Supremus ($25,260 and prominent sire), Handy 
Mandy (Latonia Derby, Latonia Oaks, Tia 
Juana Cup), Hamilton (29 wins), and Lee Adrin. 
Hoolyrood is her last foal, the mare having died 
last winter when she was in foal to Apprehen- 
sion. 

Jean Bart, bred by his owner, was foaled at 
Samuel D. Riddle’s Faraway Farm, Lexington, 
April 2, 1934. The Futurity was his seventh 
start. He has won one race, finished second three 
times, third twice, and has earned $6,775. His 
dam, *Escuina, by Ecouen, also produced Bateau 
($120,760, including Coaching Club American 
Oaks, Gazelle, Selima, Whitney, Fashion Stakes, 
Suburban, Southern Maryland Handicaps) and 
Betsy Ross (dam of Wave On), and the winner 
Escadron. She is half-sister to five winners, in- 
cluding the stakes winners *Lizard. 

For Jockey Silvio Coucci, winning the Futurity 
was a new sensation. For Owner Marshall Field 
and Trainer George M. Odom, it was a repetition 
of the victory they scored in 1928 with High 
Strung (whose dam, Emotion, was sister to 
Tintagel’s dam). Under an agreement between 
Mr. Field and Robert L. Gerry, High Strung was 
to race for Mr. Field at two, for Mr. Gerry at 
three. For breeder Arthur B. Hancock, Tintagel 
was the third Futurity winner, his predecessors 
being Dunboyne in 1918, St. James in 1923. 

yNote: The angle of the Widener straightaway, as 
respects the press-box, makes the work of the chart- 
maker largely guesswork. A photograph of the finish, 
accompanying this story, shows Hollyrood, on the in- 
side of the winner, less than a half-length behind. This 
spacing, incidentally, has been confirmed by _ several 
observers. A second picture, of the field shortly after 
the start, shows that Grand Slam was at first more 
prominently placed than the charts indicate, and that 
the chart-maker apparently mistook Bien Joli for his 
stablemate, Banister. 


TINTAGEL’S NAME 

Tintagel’s name was suggested by that of his 
sire, *Sir Galiahad III, though the connection is 
not especially close. Tintagel (pronounced tin- 
taj-el, accent on second syllable) is a_ ruined 
castle on the extreme headland of western Corn- 
wall, the southwestern section of England. Tra- 
dition made it the birthplace of King Arthur, 
legendary founder of the Round Table, of which 
Sir Gallahad was one of the most illustrious 
members. Tintagel was also the stronghold of 
King Mark, and is thus the scene cf much of the 
Tristan and Iseult legend, also fused into the 


Arthurian stories. 
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EMPIRE CITY STAKES 
Stakes for the 15-day meeting which opens at 

Empire City October 14 will represent a con- 

siderable increase in endowment money at the 

Yonkers course. In 1934 three stakes were 

offered, with added money totaling $7,500. This 

year two stakes which had been dropped have 

been revived, and added money will amount to 

$17,500. The stakes:

SARATOGA’S INCREASES 

Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman of the New 
York State Racing Commission, announced Oc- 
tober 8 that the increases which have been shown 
in New York racing figures this year were also 
reflected at Saratoga. Attendance has increased 
approximately 8 per cent, total receipts are up 
3 per cent, and purse distribution has increased 
13 per cent. Figures released by the commission:

For all of the New York spring and summer 
meetings, including the Saratoga session, the 
grand total of attendance is 815,023, an increase 
of about 11 per cent over the 725,271 which were 
reported at the same time in 1954. 


MARYLAND 


LAUREL PARK 

ARLIER predictions that Laurel Park would 

enjoy a 25 per cent increase over last year’s 
business now seem to have been somewhat too 
optimistic, but the first two weeks of the 25-day 
meeting have shown a gain of 10 per cent, with 
good chances for increase in the later days of 
the session. Poor weather on Columbus Day 
caused a number of scratches, and probably kept 
many from the track, but with about $120,000 
wagered on the first three races, it seemed likely 
that the day would see more than $300,000 
wagered. The first Saturday of the meeting, 
October 5, had pari-mutuel play of $337,000, or 
more than $100,000 above the turnover of the 
corresponding day in 1934. 

The character of the racing there is also im- 
proving. The track has had generally good 
cards, but competition with New England tracks 
and with Belmont Park has deprived it of many 
good horses. However, with the Westchester 
Racing Association meeting ending October 12, 
a number of horses which have been campaign- 
ing there are expected to move down to the 
Maryland track. Horses from the Greentree 
Stable, Milky Way Farm Stable, and Howe 
Stable are among those which have been re- 
ported, and the E. R. Bradley horses are ex- 
pected during the present week. 


PSYCHIC BID’S LAUREL STAKES 

After George D. Widener'’s Sation had been 
scratched from the Laurel Stakes ($5,000 added, 
all ages, one mile), Maryland race-goers made 
Brookmeade Stable’s Psychic Bid (3-y-o, 108) 
the favorite, though the son of Chance Play had 
been unable previously this year to race to the 


expectation of his juvenile season. Over the 
muddy track which obtained at Laurel Park: 
October 12, Psychic Bid raced easily to victory. 
M. Corona took him to the front at the start, 
and the Brookmeade racer drew out into a com- 
fortable lead. Norman W. Church’s Riskulus 
(118) raced gamely through the stretch to take 
second place, but was never able to cut seriously 
into the winner’s lead. He was two and a half 
lengths behind Psychic Bid, an equal distance 
in front of A. C. Compton’s Vicar (122). Three 
lengths farther back Shandon Farm Stable’s 
Evergold (122) was fourth, with Gold Foam 
(3-y-o, 116), the only other starter, trailing six 
lengths behind him.

Psychic Bid had not previously won a stakes 
this year, though successful last season in the 
Hopeful, Santord Stakes, Weybosset Handicap, 
and second in Aberdeen, Juvenile, and National 
Stallion Stakes. In 24 starts, he has won seven 
races, finished second four times, third four times, 
and has earned $47,300. He was a bargain year- 
ling at Saratoga in 1933, going for $1,500. He is 
the first foal of his dam, which did not race. 
She produced no foal in 1933. Reine de Neige 
won Northern Stakes, and is also dam of the 
winners Snowcloud, Gallant and Gay, and Dope 
King, and the producer Thamar. She is sister to 
*Snowcapt, dam of Snowy (Victoria, Blue Bon- 
nets Kindergarten Stakes), Snowwhite (Blue 
Bonnets Kindergarten Stakes), Air Pilot (Pim- 
lico Home-Bred Stakes), and *Snowdrop (dam of 
Snowflake, winner Coaching Club American Oaks, 
Illinois Oaks, and Ladies’ Handicap). Snowflight 
won 12 races, and also produced the winners 
Snow King, Toby, and Driven Snow, and the 
producer Snow Flower. 


SPEED TO SPARE LASTS 


Like most races restricted to horses foaled 
in a particular section, the Maryland Futurity 
($5,000 added, 2-year-olds foaled in Maryland, 
six furlongs) did not attract a very brilliant band 
of starters. So thoroughly was this true that 
the race was held on October 12, when the best 
juveniles were engaged for the Futurity at Bel- 
mont Park. Maryland sports writers, however, 
found encouragement in the belief that the field 
was the best since the event was inaugurated in 
1931. 

In previous years the race had been practically 
at the mercy of the late Sylvester W. Labrot. 
With Springsteel and Rush Hour that sportsman 
had taken the 1931 and 1932 runnings, and in 
1934 had seen his entry disqualified, after finish- 
ing, first, third and fourth. His death removed 
the Labrot colors from the Turf, however, and 
first place among Maryland breeders has passed 
to Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt. The best of the 
Vanderbilt juveniles did not start in the Mary- 
land Futurity, however, the cerise and white 
diamonds being entrusted to Speed to Spare 
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(109), which in general had lived up to his name 
only as far as the eighth-pole. Cherry Stone 
(108), from the claiming brackets, and Balcony 
(106), winner of two races, also carried the Van- 
derbilt silks. Despite the usual popularity of the 
Vanderbilt silks in Maryland, the favorite, at 
9 to 10, was J. D. Cohen’s Mad Mahdi (114). 

The race was aways between the Vanderbilt 
horses. Speed to Spare, Balcony, and Cherry 
Stone were first, second and third for the first 
half-mile, with Mad Mahdi slowly settling into 
stride behind them. Balcony quit as the stretch 
was reached, and Cherry Stone weakened in the 
Grive, but Speed to Spare, drawing out to a six- 
length lead, won as Jockey Lester Fallon pleased. 
His margin at the finish was three lengths over 
Mad Mahdi, with Branncastle Farm Stable’s 
The Hare (109), five lengths farther back, taking 
third place by a head from Cherry Stone. In 
order came Clever Girl (10612), Balcony, Ebony 
Arrow (103), and Ladys Beau (111). Time, :23, 
74745, 1:1415, track muddy.

Speed to Spare, which made his first start at 
Saratoga this year, has failed only once in nine 
starts to be in front at some stage of his races. 
He has won three races, finished second once, 
and has now earned $8,455.

Speed to Spare is her first foal, and also the 
first stakes winner by Balko, whose first crop 
came to the races this year.

PIMLICO FUTURITY STAKES 

Entry blanks for the Pimlico Futurity of 1936, 
1937, and 1938 have recently been issued by the 
‘Maryland Jockey Club, entries to all three re- 
newals closing December 18, 1935. The race, at 
one mile and a sixteenth, for 2-year-old colts 
and fillies, will have $15,000 added by the Mary- 
land Jockey Club. Entrance fee is $10. For the 
1936 renewal, a second payment of $20 must be 
made May 1, 1936, and a third payment of $50 
August 1, with $500 additional to start. In ad- 
dition to the purse, of which $2,500 goes to 
second, $1,500 to third, and $1,000 to fourth, the 
breeder of the first horse will receive $500, of 
the second, $300, and of the third, $200. The 
1937 renewal requires also a payment of $20 on 
January 1, 1937; $50 on August 1, 1937, with 
$500 additional to start. The renewal of 1938 
requires similar payments on January 1 and Au- 
gust 1 of that year. Purse distribution and 
awards to breeders remain the same in all of 
the events. 


KENTUCKY 


CHURCHILL DOWNS OPENS 


ACING returned briefly to Kentucky October 

12, when a 13-day meeting opened at Churchill 
Downs, with an allowance race for 2-year-olds 
as the principal event of the day. This was won 
by Dixiana’s Erin Torch, the Torchilla gelding 
being an odds-on choice, the third of four favor- 
ites which were successful in the eight-race pro- 
gram. Fall racing, dropped at Louisville after 
the 1930 session, was revived with a seven-day 
meet last fall. Success of this venture encour- 
aged Colonel Matt Winn to attempt a longer 
meeting this season, and the fact that about 
12,000 were out for the opening day, with a cor- 
respondingly large pari-mutuel play, indicates 
that another success is in progress. 

The principal event of the meeting, the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes, is up for decision 
Saturday, October 19. The race, endowed with 
$5,000 by the association, will probably gross 
about $15,000. Last fall it was worth $9,820 to 
the winner. Nellie Flag. The 1935 renewal 
seems assured of a good field. H. P. Headley’s 
Hollyrood, second in the Futurity, is already at 
the Louisville track, as are C. V. Whitney’s Red 
Rain and Coldstream Stud’s Coldstream. Brown- 
ell Combs’ Grand Duke, a winner at Coney Island 
October 12, may be among the starters, though 
final decision has not yet been made. Calumet 
Farm will probably be represented by Sun Teddy 
or *Crossbow II. It is certain, consequently, 
that the field will be worthy of the event, in 
which Mata Hari, Twenty Grand, Reigh Count, 
Wise Counsellor, and Clyde Van Dusen have been 
among the winners, and in which such as Dis- 
covery, Myrtlewood, Equipoise, Flight of Time, 
Grey Lag, and Behave Yourself have been 
beaten. 


DEATH OF G. G. WEDDING 


G. G. Wedding, who has been connected with 
the horse breeding industry since 1929, died at 
12:15 on the morning of October 9 in the Deacon- 
ess Hospital, Cincinnati, following a heart attack 
suffered on the previous day while at the Coney 
Island track, where he had a string of horses 
racing. Mr. Wedding, whose connection with the 
Turf came through his association with the late 
Wood F. Axton, of Louisville, had a breeding 
establishment at Goshen, Ky., where *Golden 
Guinea headed his stud. Among the better horses 
which carried his colors were Good Politian, Mah 
Grant, Judge Kavanagh, and Jake Blieden. 


ROMAN SOLDIER RESTING 


Elwood Sachsenmaier’s Roman Soldier, winner 
of the Texas and Detroit Derbys, and second in 
the Kentucky Derby, is another which will have 
the Santa Anita Handicap as his next objective. 
The son of *Cohort was fired in both ankles and is 
now resting at Mrs. Thomas Murphy’s Golden 
Maxim Farm, near Louisville. The colt has picked 
up about 150 pounds, and Owner Sachsenmaier 
intends to start him training again about January 
1. Plight, winner of the 1934 Texas Derby, is 
also resting at Golden Maxim Farm, and will 
return to training at about the same time.

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MASSACHUSETTS 


SUFFOLK DOWNS AND AGAWAM PARK 


ETTING at Suffolk Downs showed some im- 

provement during the last week, though not 
approaching the totals of the inaugural meeting. 
On Saturday, October 12, $468,240 came through 
the pari-mutue! windows, bringing the week’s to- 
tal to $1,732,170, a daily average of $288,695. At 
Agawam Park, 70 miles to the west, much 
lighter play was reported, the section being 
newer to racing and less heavily populated. At 
the end of 10 days, the average daily turnover 
was about $110,000, though attendance had av- 
eraged about 8,000. On October 10 betting was 
$80,585, and on Saturday, October 12, with the 
Agawam Handicap as the attraction, it rose to 
$206,107. 

Racing during the week went well at both 
tracks, except for a fairly robust disturbance 
on Monday at Suffolk Downs, when a very 
promising riot was quieted through prompt 
action by a police detail. The betting favorite, 
Platinum Blonde, was blocked by All Hail, 
notoriously a bad post actor. Some 1,500 sports- 
men gathered outside the administration build- 
ing, after a cordon of police had escorted track 
officials to safety of the offices. On the previous 
Saturday, stewards had allowed a foul claim, 
provoked much the same reaction. 


Principal event in Massachusetts during the 
present week is the $25,000 added Massachusetts 
Handicap, to be run at Suffolk Downs Wednes- 
day, October 16. Discovery, top-weight with 138 
pounds, is reported ready to go in the mile-and- 
an-eighth event, with *Flamenco a_ possible 
starter, under 130 pounds. Hadagal (126) is not 
now in active training, but Top Row (116), Time 
Supply (115), and Dark Hope (115) may be in 
the field, as may Only One (114) and Count 
Arthur (113). 

During the week announcement came from 
Coney Island that Discovery was virtually a 
certain starter in the Cincinnati Handicap at 
Cincinnati October 22, while similar announce- 
ment has been made from Arlington Downs, with 
respect to the Waggoner Memorial Handicap on 
November 16. 


ACCOLADE WINS EASILY 


C. N. Mooney’s Ted Clark (110), making his 
first start in New England after a fairly success- 
ful summer at Lincoln Fields and Detroit, was 
made favorite for the New Haven Handicap 
($2,500 added, all ages, 514 furlongs) at Agawam 
Park October 9. The Chatterton horse appar- 
ently had not recovered fully from his journey, 
and lacked his usual early foot. He was never 
better than seventh, and was worked out for an 
additional mile after the race. Meanwhile the 
second choice, D. Christmas’ Accolade (117) was 
winning a fairly easy race.

A. T. Partridge’s Crystal Prince (113), closing 
with a rush after trailing for the first half-mile. 
Under a resolute ride by Jockey C. Perna, the 
Prince of Bourbon gelding moved up on the out- 
side, caught Garden Message at the eighth-pole, 
ran down Even Up in the next few strides, and 
drew away to win by a length and a half. The 
Morgan horse continued gamely to take second 
and third place, a length farther back. The others

Crystal Maid, which was 23 years old when 
Crystal Prince was foaled, won Latonia Oaks, 
Debutante, Clipsetta Stakes, and also produced 
the winners Hasten On, British Maid (also pro- 
ducer), Honor, Crystal Day, Lady Fair Play, 
The Seer, Poe, and Da Vinci, and the producer 
Crystal Isles (dam of Crystal Pennant, winner 
$104,067, including Coffroth Handicap, Stony- 
brook Stakes; Crystal Broom, winner Troy 
Stakes; and the winners Morcrystal and Mortal). 
Silk Maid won Brewer's Erchange Handicap, and 
also produced the winners Silk Lady (also pro- 
ducer), Kiku, Robert Kay (also sire), and Silk 
Day. Kate Pelletier also produced the winners 
Ivan the Terrible (Cumberland Derby and Sire), 
Monsieur Beaucaire, A. D. Gibson, Mr. Peabody, 
and Gen. Mart Gary. She was half-sister to 
Lizzie Baker (Chesapeake Stakes and dam of 
The Friar, Hanover Queen, etc.).

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CONEY ISLAND 


EPORTS from Coney Island up to Saturday, 

October 12, had been discouraging, with a 
reported loss of about $45,000 to the operators. 
Despite poor fortune, however, Manager William 
Dwyer had taken his losses well, had not cut 
purses or salaries. October 12 was the first 
really successful day of the meeting, the Labor 
Day opening having been spoiled by rain. The 
special race between Myrtlewood and Clang, 
described below, brought out far the largest 
crowd of the year, and the management should 
have recouped a considerable part of its earlier 
losses. However, unless patronage is unexpect- 
edly increased during the remaining days of the 
meeting, the venture seems certain to be a finan- 
cial loss. 

Besides the special race, an interesting feature 
was the Cincinnati Invitation Cup Purse, for 
gentlemen riders. In the affair J. Byron Hilliard 
entered Mountainy Man, a horse of somewhat 
more class than the rest of the field. Mr. Hilliard 
rode Mountainy Man to a six-length victory, 
was somewhat dashed to find that the horse had 
been claimed, by J. S. Mulvihill, for $1,500, 
Mountainy Man having previously been running 
in purse and allowance races and in claiming 
events in the $2,000 class. Ingle Nook, ridden 
by W. A. Dwyer, son of the track operator, was 
pressing the winner closely through the stretch, 
but the rider fell from his mount some 50 yards 
from the finish, after losing a stirrup. 

Three other non-ciaiming events were offered, 
making a program somewhat above the fortunes 
of the meeting. The first of these, an allowance 
race for juveniles, was won by Brownell Combs’ 
Grand Duke. C. W. Mueller’s *Golden Rock II 
won the Columbus Day Purse, an allowance 
affair at 114, miles, and the Little Miami Handi- 
cap, at a mile and 70 yards, went to J. J. Far- 
rel’s Just Frank, a juvenile son of *Justice F. 


CLANG SETS WORLD’S RECORD 

The Myrtlewood-Clang troupe, whose perform- 
ances at Chicago during the summer were splen- 
did attractions, moved to Coney Island, Cincin- 
nati, last week for a one-day stand, on October 
12. They packed the stands for the first time 
in years, and gave the crowd its money’s worth 
by running a great race and setting a new world’s 
record of 1:0915 for six furlongs on an elliptical 
course. 

The gelding and filly carried 110 pounds each 
for the renewal of their rivalry. Both were 
piloted by veteran riders, Myrtlewood by red- 
haired Jimmy McCoy, Clang by the ancient Earl 
Pool, who has weathered about all the mishaps 
which beset his profession. Myrtlewood, because 
of her previous victories over the Stimulus geld- 
ing, was made favorite at 30 cents on the dollar. 
That seemed a wide margin, considering the fact 
that in their special race at Hawthorne on Sep- 
tember 25 there was only a nose between them 
at the finish. 

The Coney Island track, rainless for weeks, 
was faster, probably, than ever before. (Mucho 
Gusto, a 3-year-old plater entered to be claimed 
for $2,400, had carried 112 pounds and equaled 
the track record of 1:10'5 for six furlongs the 
day before.) The two 3-year-olds went to the 
chute at the head of the backstretch. Clang was 
on the inside, next to the rail. They broke slow- 
ly, but dug in and went down the backstretch 


at burning speed. Clang broke the more quickly, 
but Myrtlewood had the early speed. She passed 
him immediately, opened up a lead of a length 
and a half in the first quarter-mile (run in 22 
seconds), and, before the backstretch run was 
completed, crossed to the rail. Myrtlewood cleared 
the turn with a length to spare, finishing the 
second quarter in 2335 seconds. But Clang was 
not yet beaten. Under Pool’s urging the gelding 
began to cut down the lead of the favorite. 
McCoy went to the whip, used it unsparingly. 
Both horses finished with a great display of 
courage, running the final quarter in 2345 sec- 
onds, and crossed the line so close together that 
the crowd had to wait for the judges’ decision. 
From the officials’ stand the issue was clear. 
Clang had avenged himself, beaten the filly by 
“about half a head.” 

Owner John F. Clark, Jr., New Orleans sports- 
man who had made the trip to Cincinnati for 
the race, left for the return home immediately 
afterward, undecided as to whether he would 
accept one of the numerous opportunities for 
Clang in other races, especially in the East. 
Owner Brownell Combs declined all offers, or- 
dered Myrtlewood shipped back to the Lexington 
track to be unwound for the winter. 


TEXAS 

DALLAS 

OW past the middle of its 25-day meeting, 

racing at Dallas is apparently receiving 
adequate support. During the past week poor 
weather cut attendance somewhat, but October 
12 conditions were ideal for the _ spectators, 
though the track had not completely dried out, 
being listed as good. A crowd of about 7,500 
was out, and officials said that the pari-mutuel 
turnover was exceptionally good. The day’s fea- 
ture, the Glad Acres Handicap, which Al. G. 
Tarn won with Epernay, was supplemented by 
a $1,000 overnight handicap, in which the odds- 
on choice, Mrs. Edward Haughton’s Bold Lover, 
won a narrow victory. The parade of favorites 
which has marked the Dallas track almost from 
the beginning of the meeting continued on the 
Saturday program, and five first choices, includ- 
ing two odds-on favorites, came down in front. 
Second choices were successful in two of the re- 
maining three events. 

With Texas’ most pretentious track, Arlington 
Downs, preparing for its opening October 28, 
interest is gathering in the Waggoner Memorial 
Handicap, though this $15,000 added event will 
not be run until near the close of the meeting. 
Resident Manager Trav Daniel announced Sat- 
urday that 55 horses had been named for the 
stakes, including Discovery, Top Row, Time Sup- 
ply. Ted Clark, Ann O’Ruley, Sun Archer, Whop- 
per, and *Azucar. These nominations, made by 
owners who for the most part have not raced 
in Texas, seem to indicate that a number of 
stables which plan California campaigns this 
winter may make Arlington Downs a half-way 
stage in their journey west. 


EPERNAY WINS AT DALLAS 

Favorites at Dallas have been winning with 
some regularity, 10 first choices winning in suc- 
cession on one occasion. With three favorites, 
including one odds-on choice, having succeeded 
in the first four races there on October 12, ket- 
tors went confidently to the Mrs. A. M. Creech 
entry of Cant Remember (112) and Sound Ad- 
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vice (3-y-o, 111) in the Glad Acres Handicap 
($1,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 165 feet less 
than five furlongs), backed the entry to 1 to 2. 
For four furlongs they seemed correct in their 
choice, as Cant Remember, saving ground on the 
inside throughout, led into the stretch. Here 
Jockey J. Longden began driving Al. G. Tarn’s 
Epernay (3-y-o, 109), which, though on the out- 
side, had held on doggedly to the leader. Al- 
most in the final stride Epernay got his nose in 
front, with Cant Remember taking second place 
from his stablemate by a half-length. E. Sig- 
man’s The Pelican (108) was fourth, a length 
behind Sound Advice. The others were Prince 
Splendor (3-y-o, 108), Martin Barton (107), 
Golden Fate (108), and Lord Tournament (115). 
Time, :57%5. track good. Stakes division, $1,205,

DOPE 


ANOTHER AT FAIRMOUNT PARK 


HE drive for cleaner racing at Fairmount 
Park, which had already resulted in the ruling 
off for life of seven persons, and lengthy sus- 
pensions for two other trainers, resulted October 
10 in the revocation of the license of C. A. Briggs, 
and the referring of his case to the TIlinois 
Racing Commission. Trainer Briggs, for no 
reason given in news reports, broke an automo- 
bile window October 10, and was taken into 
custody. A syringe was found on his person, and 
the revocation of license and suspension fol- 
lowed. 
On the same day the license of Trainer Lester 
Rice was revoked, on a charge of unbecoming 
conduct. 


TUMIN, IRVINE, REINSTATED 

The New Hampshire Racing Commission has 
announced that A. G. Tumin and William Irvine, 
suspended on doping charges at Rockingham 
Park in late September, have been restored to 
good standing. Horses trained by each had 
shown positive evidence of stimulation. 


E. A. MORGAN SUSPENDED 

The first suspension on a stimulation charge 
at Sportsman’s Park this season was that of 
Trainer E. A. Morgan, whose case was referred 
to the State Racing Commision for further 
action. A saliva specimen taken from Sun Voter 
October 9 showed positive reaction to the test, 
the stewards said. 


STUD NEWS 


SHOSHONE STUD CATALOGUE OUT 


HE catalogue of the dispersal sale of W. R. 

Coe’s Shoshone Stud is now off the press, with 
87 horses listed for sale. These include the four 
stallions Osculator, Pilate , *Polymelian, and 
Pompey, 46 broodmares, 33 weanlings, one year- 
ling, and three horses in training, these being 
Bright Pam, Pompadra, and Squeeze. One of the 
weanlings, owned in partnership with Dr. D. B. 
Knox, is a half-brother to a colt by Victorian— 
Grief which sold for $13,000 at Saratoga last 
August. 

The sale, which will be held in the stallion 
barn at the Shoshone Stud, on the Iron Works 
road, about seven miles from Lexington, will 
begin at 10:30 on the morning of Monday, 
November 11. Luncheon will be served at the 
farm, and the sale will be resumed afterward. 

Buyers who visit Lexington for the fall sales 
may reach Shoshone Stud by leaving Lexington 
on the Newtown road (which runs north from 
the intersection of Fourth and Georgetown 
Streets), turning left on the Iron Works road, 
about 6!4 miles from Lexington. An optional 
route is to leave Lexington by the Georgetown 
Road (U. S. Highway No. 25), turning right on 
the Iron Works road at Donerail, eight miles 
from Lexington. 

Entries closed October 15 for the regular fall 
sales at Lexington, and catalogues will soon be 
available. 


WALTER GENTRY RESIGNS 


Walter Gentry, for the past three years su- 
perintendent at Le Mar Stock Farm, tendered 
his resignation to Leo J. Marks, owner of the 
establishment, when Mr. Marks came to the farm 
from his home at Columbus, Ohio, October 11. 
Mr. Marks gave Mr. Gentry a letter of recom- 
mendation and stated that he would announce 
the name of a successor in the near future. Mr. 
Gentry’s plans for the future are indefinite. 


MORSEL TO STAND IN MICHIGAN 

The Detroit News said October 9 that Morsel, 
a son of *Vulcain, out of Sweet Bun, by Escoba, 
had been leased by W. J. Dowling, deputy rac- 
ing commissioner in Michigan, from the Le Mar 
Stock Farm of Leo J. Marks, and would stand at 
Mr. Dowling’s farm near Owosso, Mich. Morsel 
won 22 races and $38,705 in his five seasons, in- 
cluding the Harold Stakes, Prince Georges 
Handicap, and the overnight Iowa Handicap, in 
which he defeated Sun Beau. 


GREENOCK SHIPPED TO TEXAS 

Greenock, whose sale by Jack Howard to R. B. 
George, of Dallas, Texas, was announced in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE of last week, was shipped last 
Saturday from Lexington to Mr. George’s Glad 
Acres Farm, near Dallas. W. S. Trevey came 
from Dallas to accompany the son of The Porter 
to his new home. 


OBITUARY 

Coron, the horse without a tail, is dead. Coron 
ran in only two races, and was unplaced in both. 
He wore a special jacket to hide his deformity 
and to keep the flies from worrying him.

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SIDELIGHTS - 


Cushion 


PPARENTLY no speed records will be set at 

Santa Anita Park this winter, a fact which 
causes one to wonder, for about the twentieth 
time, at the uniform good sense which the 
management of that track has shown, though 
new to racing. Anouncement comes from that 
point that no attempt will be made to produce 
a strip conducive to high speeds or world’s 
records, but that efforts will be concentrated on 
making the track safe for horses. The operators 
point pridefully, not to speed records, but to the 
fact that during the 65 days of the first meeting, 
not a horse fell or a rider was lost. On the day 
of the Santa Anita Handicap, a spectator, duck- 
ing under the inner rail, ran out and upset a 
trailing horse (and died later of his injuries), 
but this was no fault of the racing surface. 
Now a new cushion of 1,400 cubic yards of soil 
is going on, and new drains are being installed. 
I believe horsemen will appreciate the effort for 
fewer records and fewer ringbones. Certainly 
the ills that the foreleg of the Thoroughbred is 
heir to will be considerably minimizd by a softer 
and slower cushion. 

New York tracks, and those in Maryland, have 
been generally free of the speed emphasis, but 
those are communities in which horse racing 
has been so long located that one might expect 
horse sense on the part of the operators. This 
was not the case in California, since racing 
waned there in the early years of the century. 
One must, consequently, again commend the 
operators of Santa Anita for the intelligence 
which has been shown there. The traek has made 
no mistakes which could be avoided by the 
careful study of racing elsewhere. 


As Others See Us 


OME years ago a good many newspapers car- 

ried a cartoon in which a very peculiar looking 
individual from Mars took highly satirical notes 
on such odd American customs as hiring men to 
play football, (at which they were good), and 
dropping them for failing in trigonometry (at 
which they weren't). In something of the same 
spirit, an Englishman who has observed Ameri- 
can racing methods goes home and tells his fel- 
lows of the queer things he saw here. His obser- 
vations, published in The Tatler, under the name 
of “Guardrail,” were sent to THE BLOOD-HORSE 
by Dr. J. H. Janney (to whom thanks for the 
kindness), and seem interesting, as well as per- 
tinent enough to pass along: 


The gate such as we use has been abandoned owing, 
I was told, to the horses charging it and the jockeys 
being unable to stop them doing so. The method now 
in use is a row of about fifteen stalls open at both 
ends, and the start is signalled by an electric bell. 
You can guess the fun and delay trying to fit fifteen 
highly strung fillies into this on a hot day; but for 
this the starter has four of five assistants, magnifi- 
cent-looking men, selected for their physical strength. 
If a horse runs out foward it is forced back by jobbing 
its mouth; if it backs it is swaled behind, and if 
after five minutes’ badgering the assistant is not 
strong enough to overcome it by force he puts a 
twitch on it. Can you imagine a finer medium for 
betting on than an excitable filly drawn on the out- 
side who has had a stand-up fight for ten minutes 
and is then held with a twitch? The distance being 
seldom over six furlongs, and the track like Chester, 
small wonder the book-makers lay better odds than 
ours, and are glad to bet one, two; one, two, three; 
or even place only. 


While this is not precisely the style of Dean 
Swift, it is a little reminiscent of Gulliver

describing the customs of the Lilliputians. But 
before we say indignant things about the English 
(and there are some to be said), we might hon- 
estly inquire into the truth of ‘“Guardrail’s” 
observation. If we find any truth in it, we might 
turn with some interest to Churchill Downs, 
where, at long last, the Lexington Barrier, 
featuring a walk-up start, is apparently to get 
its first fair trial. 


FRANCE’S DYED HORSE 

When a horse called Guiseppe, lame, broken- 
winded, and not very fast at the best, was entered 
as a starter in one of the important trotting 
fixtures of the Vincennes course, near Paris, there 
was much surprise. When Guiseppe finished sec- 
ond, narrowly beaten, there was more surprise. 

The horse was impounded, shaved all over, ex- 
amined by veterinarians, and found to have been 
carefully painted according to the markings of 
Guiseppe. It was not Guiseppe, however, but the 
notorious Ecuriel V, which has had more dis- 
guises than America’s Aknahton. The owner of 
the horse, a restaurateur named Jean Deluy, was 
arrested and revealed that he had purchased the 
horse the day after he had won under the name 
of Hallencourt at another Paris track and had 
kept on going right out of the grounds after 
passing the finish line. 

Authorities had evidence, they said, that the 
same horse had been used repeatedly as a ringer.

FOREIGN 


$21,000 FOR 3-YEAR-OLD FILLY 

URING two days of sales of miscellaneous 

stock at Balisbridge, Dublin, September 26 
and 27, 261 head of Thoroughbreds were sold for 
23,109 guineas, average 88 guineas ($460). The 
highest price of the vendue was 4,000 guineas 
($21,000), the highest price ever recorded at 
Ballsbridge, paid by Joseph McGrath for the 3- 
year-old filly Smokeless, consigned by R. J. 
Duggan, who was dispersing his racing stable. 
Smokeless, bred by R. S. Croker, was the out- 
standing filly in Ireland this year, winning the 
Irish One Thousand Guineas and Irish Oaks and 
finishing third in the Irish Derby. She is by 
Prince Galahad out of Smoke Lass (bred by the 
late Richard Croker), by Black Jester. 


ANOTHER WOODWARD WINNER 

The mare Priscilla Carter, foaled in 1925, by 
“Omar Khayyam out of The Reef, by Trap Rock, 
was sent to England in 1929 by her owner, the 
international sportsman William Woodward. Her 
first foal, born in 1931, was a bay colt by Achtoi, 
now known as Alcazar, one of the leading stay- 
ers in England, winner of the Ebor Handicap, 
Doncaster Cup, and other stakes. The second, 
foaled in 1932, is Spinner, a bay colt by Spion Kop. 
On September 18, with Gordon Richards in the 
saddle, Spinner won the Scottish Derby, 1% 
miles, worth about $4,200. It was his first vic- 
tory, but he had run well in his few previous 
starts. He did not race at two. Priscilla Carter’s 
2-year-old, a bay colt named Isolater, by Bland- 
ford, has not yet appeared under colors. 


FOREIGN NOTES 

Lord Woolavington, who died August 9, left 
an estate of more than $35,000,000. 

The 4-year-old chestnut filly Sokhari which 
won the Prix Joubert at Le Tremblay, France, 
September 18, is a daughter of *Ksar out of Sar- 
tella, by *Sweeper. The race was worth $1,700 
to the winner. 

Leon Volterra’s Crisa, winner of the $6,600 
Prix Vermeille, 11, miles at Longchamp Sep- 
tember 22, is a 3-year-old hay filly by *Teddy 
out of White Crystal, by *Stefan the Great. The 
Nile, Peniche, and others of the best fillies in 
France were in the field. 

Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s Ambrose Light, 2-year- 
oid colt by Pharos—-La Roseraie, by Niceas, won 
the Forty-Fourth Prix Biennal at Maisons- 
Laffitte, France, recently. The race is worth 
about $2,000. Ambrose Light, the only horse 
Mrs. Widener has in training in France, has won 
three of his five races. 

John Hay Whitney’s Night Owl, 3-year-old 
chestnut colt by Buchan—-Gay Bird, by Gay 
Crusader, won the John Porter Stakes, 15, miles, 
worth about $9,200, at Newbury September 28. 
Night Owl won by a short head from Mrs. W. M. 
G. Singer’s Rippon Tor, a 3-year-old carrying 
level weight with the winner. 

Finlandaise, Mile. Diana Esmond’s winner of 
the Prix Henry Delamarre at Longchamp, 1%¢ 
miles, worth about $6,600, is a 3-year-old filly 
by Finglas (by Bruleur) out of a most unfashion- 
ably bred mare, Unfortunate, by Marlow (ob- 
secure son of Martagon) out of Cimb, by Knight 
of Malta, next dam of Night Walker, by Pan- 
zerschiff. She is trained by the American Frank 
Carter. Behind her finished Pampeiro, Will of 
the Wisp, and other highly regarded 3-year-olds.

For prompting Jockey J. King to make a fic- 
titious claim of foul, stewards at Hawthorne 
fined Trainer A. Goldblatt $100 October 5. 

Keno, half Arabian and half Shetland pony, 
died at Carbondale, Ill., October 1, at the ripe 
age of 40. His owner, Jefferson Dillinger, claim- 
ed that Keno was the oldest horse in the United 
States. 

For “practices detrimental to the best interest 
of racing,’ the license of Trainer G. E. Moore 
was revoked at Northampton Park October 14, 
and his case referred to the Ohio Racing Com- 
mission. 

Major R. T. Seymour, veterinary officer sta- 
tioned at Fort Robinson, Neb., was in Lexington 
recently for a brief visit. Major Seymour spent 
a year on duty with the Remount purchasing 
and breeding headquarters at Lexington. 

About 300 horses are reported at Northamp- 
ton Park, Akron, Ohio, where a 19-day meeting 
opened October 5. H. O. Shepard is general 
manager. The new venture is under the same 
management as Beulah Park, at Columbus. 

A tract of about 150 acres, near New Castle, 
Del., is expected to be leased to a Delaware 
Breeding and Racing Association for the con- 
struction of a track there.

PROGRAM of 99 days of racing at the Fair 

Grounds track, at New Orleans, has been 
announced for the coming winter, the meeting 
to open on Thanksgiving Day, November 28, 
and continue to March 21.

CALIFORNIA 


HE winter season at California’s major tracks 

opened October 5, when Tanforan entered 
upon a 26-day meeting. A good crowd came out 
on the first day, and wagered $109,034 through 
the pari-mutuel machines, an increase of $4,765 
over last year’s opening day. The feature of the 
program was the A. B. Spreckels Inaugural 
Handicap, and was won by the outsider Insti- 
gator, owned by Mrs. C. B. Irwin. Jnstigator, 
a stakes winner during the summer meeting at 
Longacres, picked up his field in the stretch, 
and outlasted High Tension to win by a nose. 
Bamboula was third, and the favorite, Bonny 
Grafton, fourth. The majority of the horses at 
Tanforan are those that have been racing on the 
coast during the summer. However, about 50 
have arrived from Detroit, and others are re- 
ported en route. Publicity reports from the track 
say that Fred M. Alger, Jr.’s *Azucar will also 
campaign at Tanforan. 


A few days before the racing began, Judge 
George W. Schilling, who is apparently very 
popular among Western race-goers, arrived at 
the track, and promptly issued an ultimatum to 
jockeys and trainers, that racing “had better be 
formful.”” Judge Schilling last year made a rep- 
utation on the Coast for rigid enforcement of 
raciny rules, and his pronouncement is expected 
to carry weight. On the second day of the meet- 
ing he disqualified Lady Florise, owned by John 
W. Marchbank, owner of the Tanforan track, 
and suspended her rider, Herbert Simmons, in- 
definitely. 

Also forthcoming a few days before the open- 
ing was an opinion by Attorney General U. S. 
Webb concerning betting by wire. An amend- 
ment permitting wire betting was passed by the 
last session of the California Legislature, but, 
like many laws, was so poorly worded that it 
failed to carry the meaning its backers wished. 
Attorney General Webb, basing his opinion, by 
his own admission, on the obvious intention 
rather than the performance, ruled that wager- 
ing by wire was legal under the present Cali- 
fornia laws, and that a bet transmitted by wire 
should be considered as ‘‘made” within the lim- 
its of the betting enclosure. The measure is ex- 
pected considerably to increase the pari-mutuel 
turnover at California tracks. 


SANTA ANITA PARK PLANS 


Extensive improvements have been announced 
at Santa Anita Park, where a winter meeting, 
climaxed by the $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap, 
will open on December 25. A new steel and con- 
crete bleacher section, seating about 4,000 is the 
most important item of building construction, 
but an addition to the clubhouse and the club- 
house terrace is also planned. Landscaping in 
the infield has improved the appearance of the 
park, and stabling facilities have been increased 
by the construction of 120 new stalls, which 
brings the capacity of the track to 1,100 horses, 
with 380 stalls for tack and feed rooms. Purses 
at the Arcadia track will total $7,000 on days 
when seven races are offered, $8,000 on days 
which have eight-race programs. 

Entries for the $100,000 handicap close De- 
cember 2. Last year there were 70 nominations 
and 20 starters, making the winner’s share of 
the purse $109,500.
